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MEDICAL RELIEF WORK 
IN CHUNGSHAN 


As the result of happy ¢o-operatiojir “between the Superin- 
tendent, the Chungshan Overseas Rolief Association, the Roman 


Catholic Church, the Rev. J. L. 


Galloway of the Baptist Oburch, 


Macao, and the various Christtan workers In Chungshan. after 
many delays we were able to send into Chongshan over 80 tons 


of cracked wheat, donated by the 
China Relief Unit, for free distrib 
TS'UL HANG 

In the latter half of May we 
were compelled to move our hos- 
pital out of the Sun Yat Sen 
Memorial School Compound due to 
the inconvenience of passing in 
and out of the Japanese barracks 
which are now established in the 
School. Our one remaining link 
with the Schooil, which was our 
home for over two years, is our 
eccupation of the Agricultura) 
Statlon, However, in spite of many 
crises and difficuities and dangery 
we have been able to arrange 
suitable places for school, hospital 
and dormitories and carry on 

During the past three yearg we! 
have experienced air-raid’, war 
and occupation. We have worked 
under four different magistrates. 
We have passed through many ad- 
ventures but not one life has been 
lust of our staff or refugees. 

We still have 134 refugees, of 
whom over 30 are orphans, 3.blind, 
2 mentally deficient and@ 20 crip- 
pled or too old for work. The re- 
mainder Wve on the agricultural 
Station in houses erected by them- 
selves, (N,B. These houses suffer- 
ed severely in the typhoons early 
in July.) The cultivated land and 
fields~now exceed 30 acres and 
practically all the vegetables used 
in the camp are “home grown,” 
while there is gometimes a surplug 
to sell in the local market. We 
alsu have 40 ducks, 20 chickens, 4 
pigs and 4 gcats and hope to raise 
money trom this project. 

EDUCATION 

Two new teachers arrived to join 
our staff this quarter, Our prim- 
ary school now. has 100 atudents 
and five teachers, Mr, Poon Kim 
Sam acting as Headmaster, 

During the Summer classes are 
continuing, with three hours work 
in the morning, 7 a.m. to 10 a.m., 
and in the afternoon harnd-work 
such a8 agriculture, poultry-rais- 
ing, sewing, knitting, basket-work. 
Our aim is to make the children— 
and especially the orphans—useful | 
members of society. These or- 
phans have separate dormitory and“ 
one young lady teacher ts in 
charge of them. They are the 
happlest group in the entire camp: 

HOSPITAL

This leadership, he said, was 
achieved through superfine raw 
materials, expert. design and 
thorough testing of metal parts. 

Despite utmost care in selecting 
raw materials, Thum continued, 
manufacturers find defects show- 
ing up during machining or in 
final testing of completed engine 
parts. 

Metallurgical experts ‘tlHminate 
these parts, none finding thelr 
way into the 
plant, he declared, 

Thum stressed the fact that 
within the last six months, greater 
care than ever in the history of 
aircraft is belng taken to prevent 
flaws in every part of the plane. 

WEIGHT REDUCED 

L. W. Delhi, San Francisco, re 
gional vice-president of the 
American Welding Society, said 
weight of all-welded hulls for Cl-B 
cargo vessels is reduced 223 tons. 
the weight of the riveted hull be- 
ing approximately 2,950 tons. 

He cited this reduction to illus- 
trate the point that every 
all-welded ship is lighter and more 
streamlined than the ship with 


riveted seams and lapped joints. 

“In the modern all-welded ship,” 
he continued, “tank, hull, stays, 
keel, upper and lower decks and 
engine blocks are one piece of 
metal when the welders lay down 
their tools.” 

All were unanimous in declaring 
modern metallurgy will enable 
America to turn out war machines, 
despite prevailing shortage of 
certain stringent metals. 

American science, said one, 1s 
ingenious enough to devise new 
alloys and processes, which will 
make use of metals found in 
abundance on this continent. 


To accomplish this hurdle, he. 


sald, metallurgists have devised 
hundreds of new formulae, which 


fore beIng put to use.
